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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Errol  School  Board: 

I  here.by  submit  for  your  consideration  my  seventh 
annual  report  of  the  Errol  schools. 

Teachers 

At  the  close  of  the  schools  last  June,  we  lost  two 
of  our  teachers.  Mary  G.  Foster,  teacher  of  Home 
Economics,  went  to  Conway  high  school  and  Mar- 
garet Tracy  went  to  the  primary  school  in  Lancas- 
ter. The  vacancies  were  filled  as  follows:  Louise  M. 
Pulsifer,  a  graduate  from  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  for  the  Home  Economics  department  and 
Alice  Zolner,  a  teacher  with  considerable,  experience, 
for  the  primary  grades.  The  other  teachers  are  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year — Norman  R.  Hartflel, 
headmaster,  and  Irma  H.  Willard,  teacher  of  the  inter- 
mediate grades. 

Enrollment 

The  registration  this  year  is  as  follows:  Grade 
1—9 ;  grade  H— 6 ;  Grade  HI— 5 ;  Grade  IV— 7 ;  Grade 
V— 4 ;  Grade  VI— 6 ;  Grade  VII— 15 ;  Grade  VIII— 3 ; 
Grade  IX — 7;  and  Grade  X — 8.  This  enrollment  in- 
cludes 19  pupils  from  Wentworth's  Location — two  in 
the  high  school  and  17  in  the  grades — and  11  from 
Millsfield — four  in  the  high  school  and  seven  in  the 
grades. 

The  following  pupils  are  registered  in  other  high 
schools  in  order  to  complete  the  last  two  years  of  their 
secondary  education:  viz.,  Quincena  Leach,  Martha 
Lane,  Rita  Little,  Robert  Bean,  and  Linwood  Coolidge. 

Perfect  Attendance 

The  following  children  were  not  absent  or  tardy 
during  the  year:  viz.,  Jacqueline  Bean,  Carrol  McNeal, 
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Raymond  Muise,  Janet  Sweeney,  John  Sweeney,  and 
Mark  Sweene3^ 

Graduates 

The  pupils  who  completed  the  work  of  the  tenth 
grade  w^ere  Constance  Gray  and  Mark  Sweeney. 

Transportation 

James  Jordan  is  the  driver  of  the  Millsfield  route 
and  transports  25  pupils.  Eleven  of  these  are  from 
Millsfield  and  12  are  from  Errol.  The  State  pays  its 
proportional  part  of  the  expense  for  the  Millsfield 
children. 

Arthur  Muise,  Raymond  Muise,  Daniel  Forbush 
and  Doris  Ferril  are  boarded  in  lieu  of  transportation. 

Helen  Heath  is  transported  by  her  father  in  a 
boat  over  the  lake. 

Supplies  and  Equipment 

The  regular  supplies  have  been  furnished  as  in 
the  past.  The  major  part  of  which  are  purchased  in 
connection  with  the  other  districts  of  the  Union.  By 
so  doing-,  I  am  able  to  get  a  lower  price  on  most  things 
on  account  of  the  larger  order  placed  at  one  time. 

A  few  changes  were  made  in  text  books  to  replace 
those  that  had  been  worn  out. 

A  piano  has  been  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
high  school  also  a  portable  typewriter. 

Health 

The  medical  examination  of  the  children  is  made 
by  Frances  J.  Varney,  Colebrook.  The  defects  dis- 
covered by  the  examination  are  reported  to  the  par- 
ents. Injhier  later  frequent  visits,  during  the  year, 
she  consults  vnth.  the  parents  to  see  whether  or  not 
something  may  be  done  to  correct  the  defects.     The 
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largest  number  of  defects  are  found  in  the  teeth. 
Nine  cases  of  defective  teeth  were  reported  as  correct- 
ed during  the  year  and  two  of  the  four  cases  of  ade- 
noids. 

School  Qesnus 

The  returns  of  the  census  taken  last  September 
showed  22  boys  and  15  girls  in  town  between  the  ages 
of  five  and  16.  Four,  between  five  and  eight  years, 
were  reported  not  in  school.  The  total  number  count- 
ed for  in  school  was  33.  This  is  four  less  than  one 
year  ago. 

Thirty-two  of  the  pupils  registered  in  our  schools 
were  reported  as  non-resident. 

Statistics 

From  the  school  registers,  returned  last  June, 
has  been  gleaned  the  following  data  that  may  be  of 
interest:  The  school  year  was  36  weeks  net,  there 
were  65  pupils  registered — 20  of  whom  were  non- 
resident, the  percent  of  attendance  was  95.12,  six 
pupils  had  a  perfect  record,  61  tardy  marks  were  re- 
corded, 14  visits  made  to  the  schools  bj^  the  members 
of  the  school  board,  168  by  the  superintendent  and 
35  by  citizens  and  others.  Five  school  board  meetings 
were  held  during  the  year. 

Conclusion 

There  is  the  best  of  cooperation  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  teaching  force.  Some  standard  and  other 
tests  have  been  given.  Where  weakness  was  shown 
by  the  tests,  extra  time  and  extra  effort  have  been 
given  by  the  teachers  to  bring  all  phases  of  the  work, 
as  far  as  possible,  up  to  standard. 

Lunch  arrangemfents  are  the  same  as  in  other 
years. 

All  the  schools  are  producing  satisfactory  results.
